New Ulcer Pills 
Let Patients Eat

Anything They Want | For Atomic Engine 


NEW YORK—A new treatment 
for ulcers which allows the pa- 
tient to eat anything he wants to 
has been used successfully on 
nearly 1,000 patients, it was re- 
vealed at a recent meeting of the 
American Medical Association. 

The treatment consists of taking 
anti-acid pills for months—ofte 
as frequently as every half hour, 

Stomach acids create ulcers. 
The first step in treatment is to 
overwhelm the acids during the 
first 24 hours. Anti-acid pills are 
taken at half-hour intervals dur- 
ing the day and every 2 to 4 hours 
the first night to prevent acids 
from destroying new tissue grow- 
ing over the ulcer crater, 

After this first day, the patient 
starts to eat whatever he pleases. 
If he has any pain or distress, 
it means he needs more anti-acid 
pills. One pill is aluminum hydrox- 
ide. Another contains calcium car- 
bonate, a sedative, and either a 
laxative or constipating ‘chemical 
to correct effects of the aluminum. 

He keeps taking the pills until 
he has gone 4% months without 
any distress from his unlimited 
eating. Double-dose pills are taken 
at night on retiring and during the 
middle of the night. 

The treatment is effective 
against flare-up of old ulcers, the 
bane of ulcer victims. Quite often, 
ulcers kick up every three to six 
months, especially in the spring 
and fall. 


Aluminum May Save 
Old Pirate Island 


WASHINGTON—The red soil of 
Jamaica's central mountains is 
rich in bauxite, the ore of alum- 
inum and it may bring back pros- 
perity to the island that was once 
a pirate’s paradise. 

It is estimated that 320,000,000 


ed States and one from Canada 
are investing $60,000,000 in the 
island on which Columbus once 
was stranded.

Ngey Experimenting 


With Underwater Wings 


WASHINGTON — The Navy is 
finding a use for wings—under- 
water ones this time. 

The Navy has announced it is 
experimenting with the ‘‘hydro- 
foils’’ on boats. They have sur- 
faces similar fo an airplane’s wing. 
Fitted to the bottom of small 
craft, they raise the hull out of 
water when sufficient speed is at- 
tained. 

When the boat is thus entirely 
supported by the wing, the result 
is less water friction and more 
speed. So far, the project is en- 
tirely experimental but the Navy 
says ‘“hydrofoils are expected to 
be applicable to various boats and 
small craft.” 

A Swedish ferry equipped with 
hydrofoils has a speed of about 
35 knots, or 42 miles an hour. An 
experimental German _ hydrofoil 
boat constructed during World War 
II attained speeds of 50 knots, ap- 
proximately 60 miles an hour, 


Plastic Fillings 


In Use, Dentist Says 

CLEVELAND—Dr. Fred Slack, 
associate professor of prosthetic 
research at the University of 
Pennsylvania, reports a new 
plastic filling is now in use and 
has been used on some 10,000 per- 
sons. It can be installed with much 
less drilling pain than other kinds. 

Dr. Slack, who developed the 
method, says the plastic fillings 
appear to stand up as well as 
other types, but more time is 
needed for a full appraisal. 

The fillings have an adhesive 
quality and drilling is reduced by 
one quarter to one half, he re- 
ported,

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WEST MILTON, N. Y. — News- 
paper readers were surprised re- 
cently by pictures of a large 
concrete bowl under construction 
here, From a distance it looked 
as though it might be an amphi- 
theater or a football stadium. 

In real use, however, it is a 
“saucer’’ 42 feet deep and 179 feet 
in diameter, the foundation for a 
225-foot steel sphere. The sphere 
itself is to house a section of the 
hull of an atomic submarine, 

Wherever work in atomic energy 
is in progress, the first considera- 
tion is always for the safety of 
personnel and of people living in 
surrounding areas. The steel 
sphere will provide an added pre- 
caution. In the remote event of 
simultaneous failure of controls in 
the reactor itself, the resulting 
release of radioactive material 
would be safely contained in the 
sphere, 

When the structure was first 
pictured, an enterprising editor 
coined the phrase ‘‘Atom’s Apple” 
as a name for the sphere. The 
name has caught on with the pub- 
lic, although scientists kave done 
their best to point out that it is 
really called a Hortonsphere. 

Though similar spheres are 
widely used in the chemical and 
petroleum industries, the one at 
West Milton will be the largest 
ever constructed, 


Gold Hoarding 
Is World Problem 


WASHINGTON—One of the great 
problems of today is hoarding of 
gold outside the United States. In 
the U.S. it is illegal to hoard 
gold, 

It has been estimated that out- 
side the United States private gold 
hoards amount to $11 billion. This 
figure excludes all the yellow 
metal estimated to have gone into 
industrial uses over the years. 

The paradox is that there is 
such a vast store of idle and un- 
productive money in a _ world 
plagued by a shortage of dollars 
for trade purposes and by a great 
need of investment capital for 
modernization of production and 
for helping underdeveloped areas 
to realize their potentialities, 

An analysis of the gold hoarding 
trend abroad since the end of 
World War II shows that the great- 
est amount occurred in 1951, re- 
flecting the event in Korea and 


their inflationary aftermath. In 
that year an estimated 59 per cent 
of the known world gold produc- 
tion disappeared into private 
hoards while only 15 per cent was 
added to official gold reserves. 

In the previous five years, from 
46 to 58 per cent of total annual 
gold production had been added to 
official gold reserves yearly. 


New World Record 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif.—A new 
world speed record for planes was 
established recently at the Salton 
Sea near Palm Springs. In a speed 
trial a new type Sabre-jet inter- 
ceptor was clocked at 699.9 miles 
per hour over a measured course. 
To the layman that is 700 miles an 
hour in good round figures. 

The plane which set the new rec- 
ord was powered by a turbo-jet 
engine, equipped with an after- 
burner for increased thrust, mak- 
ing possible greater speed and im- 
proved rate of climb. The craft is 
the all-weather interceptor version 
of the F'86 Sabre-jet which has a 
15-to-1 kill ratio over the Russian 
built MIG 15 in Korea,
